J’resident Lvndon B 
Johnson, in the eyes of 
mjuiy Americans, has turned the other cheek to 
aflfront by the Rus.sians many times- too many 
times in the estimation of some. 
Oe.spite rebuff coupled witti criticism and ac­ 
cusations directed at the I’nited .States by the 
Russians. President .lohn.son has continued to 
push for better relations with the world's major 
(Jommunist power. 
In recent statements he has made it clear 
that he would lik e to leave behind a legacy of 
improved relations with the Russians when he 
concludes his term of office. 


.APPARKNTI.Y the president derives consi­ 
derable satisfaction from the consummation of 
treaties between the two nations such as the 
agreement on the re.scue and recovery of astro­ 
nauts who may crash-land on foreign soil He 
h®i forwarded this agreement to the .Senate for 
rrtification. 
The nuclear nonproliferatii)n treaty is another 
ease in point. 
has underscored his desire for broad and 
dralbatic agreement.s with the Soviet Union by 
observiffig that the astronaut treaty could serve 
“ a.s a helpful prelude” to upcoming negotia­ 
tions with Russia 
on the reduction aivd limita­ 
tion of both defensive and offensive nuclear 
missiles. 
The reopening of direct flights betweeu Mos- 


cow and New York and the final agreement of 
the long-delayed 1968-69 cultural exchange pact 
al.so please and encourage the President. 
There is some feeling that Mr. .Johnson is just 
grasping at straws in his effort to be friends 
with the Soviet Union. F'or it can be pointed out 
that the new cultural exchange accord is scaled 
down in almost every way from the previous 
program 
And the astronaut exchange provisions are 
only those which any civilized nation should 
ascribe to. 
Russia actually has don? nothing in signing 
these few agreements that is not In its interest. 
Russia has made no real concessions of any 
type 
And there could be an ulterior motive such as 
lulling the United States into a frame of mind 
wherein we no longer are suspicious of the So­ 
viet Union's international maneuverings and in­ 
trigues which bode harm for the United States. 


MORE EVIDENCE of good faith will be 
needed before Americans can embrace the 
President’s optimism but his efforts must cer­ 
tainly be endorsed so long as the agreements 
reached are not injurious to this nation. 
Perhaps if we k eep enough peace doves in the 
•ir the Russians will get tired of shooting them 
down and begin to accept them. 


Roads Are For Cars, Too 


East Uverpool area residents have long lieen 
aware of the important role of the truck ing in­ 
dustry in the area’s e<onomy and in the na­ 
tion’s transportation net. 
Motorists are not happy about being caught 
behind a slow-moving rig or running risk of 
colliding 
With one or being struck by a steel 
coil or jack -k nifed trailer. But they tolerate 
them. 
Ilie tolerance grows a lot slimmer, however, 
when (Jongressmen sliow a willingness to per­ 
mit use on the Interstate Highway System of 
triple trailer rigs weighing up to 09 tons and 
measuring 8 ' 
2 feet side. 
The truck ing lobby has always exerted con- 
.siderable energv in obtaining legislation bene­ 
ficial to the haulers, but the Senate approval of 
the measure and a 40-minute hearing by the 


House Public Work s Committee shows the es­ 
pecial effectiveness of the appeals of the truck ­ 
ers. 
Highway officials have pointed out the heavi­ 
er truck s will bring higher costs and reduced 
life of a highway system, and the truck s at 
present are not paying '.(heir total share of the 
cost for roads. 
The House should certainly consider the mo­ 
torist whose taxes, whose safety and whose con­ 
venience far outweigh the claimed expanding 
economy needs” of the '.ruck ing industry. 
The big rigs are the life line” of commerce, 
of course, but their use of the highways has 
to be in proportion to the requirements of all 
vehicles for whom the roads are intended and 
paid for.

Her I'olaris submarine 
dree will lie the only European element in 
NJ.ATO’s strategic nuclear deterrent and her 
lavy. as a whole, will be by far tlie strongest in 
Kurope. 


There are those who dislik e seeing the British 
pull out of their many bases in the Far Ea.st 
and Middle East, They are fearful that if the 
vacuum created by Britain's withdrawal is to 
be filled at all, ’tt must be filled by the United 
States. 
But, if pull out they must, it Is heartening 
and reassuring to see more British Tommies 
moving into the front line of NATO defense.s It 
should mak e the Communist leaders reassess 
their plans a bit if they are contemplating any 
new moves in Europe.

U.S. Ura eks Do wn On Crime

Some years ago. the late Bob Kennedy pro­ 
duced a small, slight, gravel-voiced hoodlum, 
put him on the witness stand and let him 
“ sing.” And sing, indeed, did Joe Valachi. For 
the first time, even the ex­ 
perts learned how little they 
had k nown of the underworld 
Joe V a l a c hi threw a new, 
phrase into the 
A m e r i c a n 
Nostra. For the first time we 
criminal jargon — La Cosa 
Nostra. For the first time we 
learned of its fiery and pri­ 
mordial rites and channels of 
command. 
But what has been done to 
fight the complex of mobs 
which has been called the ‘ .second govern­ 
ment” ? Can such a muscled, heavily armed 
empire reportedly \North $150 billion — repeat 
$150 billion — really be fought'.’ 
Is it being fought'? How can it survive despite 
the assault by what should be the moat power­ 
ful law enforcement agency in the free world? 
The other day I put these same queries to 
U.S. Attorney (leneral Ramsey Clark . Here is 
his reply, written exclusively for this column; 
By RAMSEY CLARK 
Attorney (ieneral of ihe United Stales 
WASHINGTON — Federally coordinated law 
enforcement is engaged in the most intensive 
and successful attack on organized crime ever 
undertak en on a miilticitv basis. New manpow­ 
er, 
resources 
and 
techniques 
will 
further 
stirengthen the attack in coming months 
The federal response to organized crime, spo­ 
radic at best until the l%Os. lodav is compre­ 
hensive and effective. Its top priority in the De­ 
partment of Justice is reflected by assignment 
of more attorneys than ever before to the Or­ 
ganized Crime and Rack eteering Section, head­ 
ed by veteran crime-fighter Heniw Petersen. 


INDICTMENTS IN CASES handled by the 
section have increased steadily — from 17 in 
1960, to 262 in 1963, to a record 668 last year. 
Of 183 k nown members of La Cosa Nostra in­ 
dicted or convicted during the past dozen years, 
55 were indicted or convicted last year. Includ­ 
ed were some of the highest rank ing members 
of this major crime syndicate ever brought to 
justice. 
J. Edgar Hoover has said that 1967 ‘‘mark ed 
one of the most effective all-out drives against 
organized crime in the history of the enforce­ 
ment.” 
The drive includes a new and effective tech­ 
nique, the Strik e Force concept. Strik e Forces, 
teams of attorne\s and investigators from k ey 
federal agencies, have been dispatched to three 
centers of organized crime. Additional Strik e 
Force.s are being formed, 
The Department of Justice is conducting 
meetings in major cities across the country to 
improve cordination among not only federal 
but also state and UK’al agencies. 
A constant flow of criminal intelligetice is 
« upplied to local law enforcement by federal 
agencies. In 1967, more than 750 raids were 
conducted and 3.700 arrests made as a result of 
Intelligence disseminated by the P’Bl. 
To further intensih' the federal drive, the De­ 
partment of Justice i.s seek ing Congressional 
authority to enlarge the Organized Crime and 
Rack eteering Section staff from about 100 to 
more than 160, The proposed increase N^oiild in­ 
clude 20 attorneys for Strik e Force duty. 


ALTHOUGH LAW enforcement is primarily a 
local responsibility, a federal response to organ­ 
ized crime i.s clearly needed because of its in­ 
terstate aspects and its proven ability to neu­ 
tralize local law enforcement. 
Many find it difficult to believe there is or- 
gani/ed crime, but its existence is confirmed by 
history, experience and reason. It surfaced in 
the United Statts in the la.st decades of tlie 19;h 
century and matured during the prohibit]« ! era, 
In a society where nearly every form of hu­ 
man activity is organized, would it he realistic 
to believe criminal activity would not be? 
Crime has proven far too profitable in our so­ 
ciety to expect an absence of organization in its 
execution. 
The activities nf organized nim e are wide 
ranging Gambling is its gieatest source nf in­ 
come and loan « hark ing rank s second Extor­ 
tion, black mail and shak edowns are freqy^nt 


practices. Importation and wholesaling of nar­ 
cotics engage many groups. 
Increased sophistication and affluence have 
led organized crime into many legitimate busi­ 
nesses. labor activities and government serv­ 
ices and contracts, licensing and zoning. 
Generally, organized crime supplies goods or 
services wanted by a large number of people It 
cannot operate extensively without protection. 
Significant gambling, shylock ing, 
n a r c ot i c s 
traffic and other continuing criminal acts can­ 
not long escape the notice of law enforcement. 


PERHAPS THE GREATEST harm to come 
from organized crime is corruption of ofticials. 
This affects a community in many ways. Where 
some police are corrupt, law enforcement gen­ 
erally is lik ely to be bad. Where government of­ 
ficials are bribed, the moral climate of the 
whole community is lik ely to be affected. 
DespJe the federal successes of todav and to­ 
morrow, Americans should not look to Washing­ 
ton for an ultimate solution to the problem of 
organized crime. 
Ixical police outnumber federal police nearly 
18 to 1. They patrol the streets and public 
areas, and see and k now the activities of the 
people. 
ft is state and local laws that are usually vi(v 
lated by rack eteering activities and their en- 
A1 though the size and scope of organized 
forcement is the duty of local police, 
crime is difficult to measure, there are indica­ 
tions that hard-hitting law enforcement efforts 
of recent years have at least contained if not 
reduced its power. 
While most types of crime can only be con­ 
trolled and reduced, organized crime can b« 
virtually eliminated. There are whole nations 
and societies relatively free of its scourge. 
The k ey step must be professionalization of 
local law enforcement: paying salaries that will 
attract the best among us, raising stardards, 
training officers to meet the varieties of crimi­ 
nal standards, training officers to meet the va­ 
rieties of criminal conduct, providing research 
and development, developing organization and 
leadership to bring excellence to local law en­ 
forcement throughout the nation. 
Organized crime cannot flourish in any com­ 
munity willing to pay for and support effective 
lavy enforcement. A community’s success or 
failure in controlling crime, organized or other­ 
wise, will be in the final analysis be determined 
by its people.

Can a justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United .States act as a personal adviser to the 
president on certain governmental problems'’ 
Irrespective of the capabilities and qualifica­ 
tions of Associate Justice Abe Fortas to become 
chief justice and nf Judge Homer Thornberry to 
join the high court as an ¿.ssociate justice, the 
American 
people have 
had 
their 
attention 
drawn primarilv to some weak nesses in tihe 
present appointive system. 


THUS, THE NEW AORK TIMES on July 21, 
1963. reported that Mr. Thornberry had been 
confirmed by the Senate as a federal judge, 
but being an impo'tant member of the House 
Rules Committee plans to stay in Ihe House 
until the commission is signed ’ 
The article also said that it was understood 
that the commi.ssion might be held up for 
nearly all this .session of Congress." 
Mr. Thornberry did serve in the House for 
f.ve months after his confirmation. He had. for 
15 years, represented the same congessional 
district in Texas as Lyndon Johnson did during 
the 11 years preceding his election to the Sen­ 
ate. 
Sen Robert Griffin, Republican of Michigan, 
in hearings before the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee a few days ago, referred 
(0 this incident 
as follows; 
When a member of ibe legi.siative branch is 
nominated and confirmed to become a member 
of the judicial branch and then continues to 
serve in the House of Representatives, W'ith the 
president holding his commi.ssion—a question is 
necessarily raised. Particularly amid reports 
that the arrangement was designed to insure 
Mr, Thornberry's vote on legislative issues dur­ 
ing the interim, this situation again suggests a 
flagrant disregard of the (tonstitutional doctrine 
of separation of powers '* 
The failure to set a definite expiratimi date 
also was noted when Chief Justice Warren 
wrote President .Johnson la.st month of his in­ 
tention to retire ‘ at the pleasure” of the Presi­ 
dent 
Some members of the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee sav this means that if a succes.sor is not 
confirmed at the present session of Congress, 
Justice Warren could stay on indefinitely. Other 
members argue that ‘‘at your pleasure” gives 
President Johnson a flexibility which isn’t justi­ 
fied by the Constitution 
If for in.stance, Mr. Nivon, who has been pol­ 
itically at variance with Mr Warren, should be 
elected president, the chief justice could with­ 
draw his offer to retire and thus continue on 
the high court the rest of his life. 
Sen Sam Ervin. Democrat of North (Carolina 
- who was a member of thf* Supreme Court of 
that state prior to being elected to the U S, Sen­ 
ate-said to the judiciary tommrttee: 
I tak e the position that Ihe President has no 
power to appoint and the Senate no power to 
confirm any new justice unless the justice has 
retired before the appointment is made and 
that he does so by retiring from regular active 
service.” 
Atty Gen. R.anispv Clark w.as ask ed at the 
committee hearing w-hether Chief .IiisHce War­ 
ren could revok e Ivz-, own letter of retirement 
and remain on the court indefinitely. The attor­ 
ney general said that the Justice Department 
had found no precedent which answers thi.s 
question. 


THE WHOLE CONTROVERSY which has 
emerged over the appointment of As.sociate Jus­ 
tice Fortas to be chief justice and of Judge 
Thornberry to become an as.sociate ju.stice if 
not lik ely to end even if both men are con­ 
firmed for their new posts. 
The issue reallv is whether jii.siice.® of the Su­ 
preme Court, who are appointed for life, can 
withhold the exact date of their retirement until 
after a president has chosen a successor for the 
post and he has been continned 
Many members of Congress feel that new ap­ 
pointments should not be made at the close of a 
presidenliial term and that the new president, 
whether he be Democrat or Republican, ought 
to have an opportunity to advise with the newly 
elected Congress as to the men best qualified to 
serve on the highest court of the land, especial­ 
ly when the problem involves two of the nine 
seats on the Supreme Court of the United 
States,

society is becoming an aparth­ 
eid society,” said the study's 
authors. 


Nonwhite 
population 
within 
cities of 50,000 or more are pro­ 
jected to Increase from 50 to 58 
per cent; white population will] 
decline from 30 to 21 per cent. 
Former Sen. Paul H. Douglas, 
chairman of the commission, 
said in a forward to the report 
that the findings are projections 
—not predictions. But he said 
they underscore the “ alarming 
prospect” that “ our people m ay 
be increasingly segregated. This 
should be read not as prophecy 
but as warning.”

P R A G U E , Czechoslovak ia 
(AP) — Czechoslovak ia’s new 
Communist leaders defied the 
Kremlin and other orthodox 
Communist governments Tues­

The Czechoslovak Communist 
party presidium met to discuss 
a 
letter 
from 
the 
Warsaw 
conference of the Soviet Union, 
East Germany, Poland, Hun­ 
gary and Bulgaria. Their lead­ 
ers met Sunday and Monday be­ 
cause the Poles and East Ger­ 
mans fear the liberal ferment 
will spread to their countries, 
and the Soviet leadership also is 
uneasy. 
The Czechoslovak presidium 
said it will prepare a reply in 
the next few days. In an interim 
communique, it said it was 
aware that opponents “are ac­ 
tive and trying to misuse the 
democratization p roc ^ against 
the party and against social­ 
ism ’’ 
Alexander Dubcek , the new 
chief of the Czechoslovak party 
refu.sed to attend the Warsaw 
meeting and proposed instead 
that he and his colleagues hold 
a series of bilaterial meetings 
with the various allied Conmiu- 
nist leaders. 
Reliable sources said the let­ 
ter from Warsaw demanded 
that the Czechoslovak leaders 
attend a Comnumist summit 
conference within two week s to 
justify their program, The New 
York Times reported in a dis­ 
patch from Prague. The report 
said the letter charged that the 
policies of the Dubcek regime 
had given rise to “revisionism” 
in the party and had raised the 
threat of a counterrevolution b 
forces friendly to “imperial­ 
ism.” 
The letter reportedly made 
one concession to Prague’s new 
leaders—ai^eement 
for 
sep­ 
arate meetings with the leaders 
of the five nations before the 
joint meeting, 
with all the 
oonferences to be in Prague. 
The Czechoslovak presidium’s 
communique said it agrees in 
jrinciple to a consultative meet- 
ng of a group of countries but
